Most Enthusiastic Luncheon 
Held Here for Months is 
That of Oil Men 

I!y far tlie lar^a“st and most cmluisia-ilic tjathcrin,^; of oil men that 
has atlended siiue its (jrj^anizalion was nrcscnt at tlie weekly Round 
Table lunelieon of the nil Men’s Association at the Phoenix Hotel, 
last Saturday, when covers were laid for nearly one hundred nieinhers 
:ui 1 invited quests. President "Jack" P>o,t;j^s presided and introiltteeil 
the sevenil speakers, who ineltt led a nuniher of i)ronnnent oil men and 
President S. P>. h'eatherston, of the l,exini;ton Poard of Commeree. 

John ('i;irdner. attorney for the (.'umherland Pi]ie l.ine Comp.any. 
which has extended its mains into the se\eral ])r((ihtcinif lields .and 
kept p:ice with the development of the industrv, was the first s])e:iker. 
Mr. (’larduer. after hrietly outlining the org.anization of the eoni|)any 
and the extension of its lines since its first tapped the Kentttcky oil 
fields two decades ago, gave some interesting and vain able data rel i- 
tive to its present aetiv ities. 

.Mr, ('lardner declared that the Cumberland has not only been tak- 
ing care of the oil output of the Kentucky lields since it extended its 
lines into the State, hut that its capacity, even with the increased pro- 
duction of the last year, has been enual to the volume of business, and i 
within the next few days the completion of an additional line will 
further increase its handling capacity. 

•At present, he stated, the company is jmmping between 11, otto 
and IJ,0(X) barrels of oil per day and delivering it to market ;ind that 
as soon as the new pijie line is completed, which would be by .May 1 
at the latest, it would be tible to take ctirc of 1 1,000 barrels per day. 
In addition to taking this large volume of oil from the Kentttcky lields 
tnC ytiar. said ** til hi-' '^..ii;paii\' had pti.iijyLo '***'‘. 

50,(xx) barrels from its storage tanks. 

'I'o give some idea of its ability to handle the tiroduction. .Mr, 
(iardner said that the company now has a storage cajiacity of 236,1)53 
barrels, and, despite the assertions of some few "kickers" that the com-- 
pany was not taking care of the production, it had on several occasion-; 
the past winter been compelled to shut down some of its lateral lines 
hccanse of lack of oil to oump. 

I le said the I.ee county oil field, which is the latest to be develope -1 
showed signs of being a good producer and pledged that the Cuinher- 
land Pipe l.ine Company would be able in the future as in the past to 
give the iiroducers eflieient service. ^ 

S. B. Hughes a Pioneer. 

S. P). Hughes, one of the pioneer oil openitors of the Peimsylvani i 
fields, was next introduced as the “original oil scout," and made :i live 
minute address. Mr. I lughes is now general manager of the Kentttcky ; 
I’etroleiim Production Company and is regarded as one of the veterans j 
of the industry. 'I'aking for his subject "< >il ( Iperations of I'orty 
Years ,\go and Now,” .Mr. Hughes said there is very little difference 
in conditions in the oil fields now and when he first began to be an 
actor in the game. 

“The same general conditions prevail in Kentucky as in the early 
days of the oil industry in Western Pennsylvania. To make a success 
of the oil business one must hustle and stay with it. The men whom 
1 have met in the oil business in Kentucky. 1 think, are able to meet 
and overcome conditions the .same as they did in the ])ioneer days of 
the business when substantial fortunes were made. 'I'hey have im- 
pressed me as men of nerve, optimism and hustle and I predict for 
them great .success. While there have been some good lields ojiene ! 
in Kentucky recently, as I look over the situation today 1 believe that 
there will be still greater development. I predict that there will be 1 
many new pools discovered and developed from now on in Kentucky I 
if present indications count for anything.” 

President Predicts Big Things. 

President h'rank P>. 'roiiib, of the Kentucky ( )il Men’s .\ssocia- 
tion, was the next speaker. I le said that the association of which he 
is the head had become a very live organization, and while he -con- 
gratulated it on its past accomplishments, he predicted still greater 
things for it in the future. He said that oil men. as a rule, are 
optimists, and that it took optimism and pluck to .succeed in the gaiii”. 
These mialities, he said, are possessed by the men who compose the 
Kentucky ( )il .Men’s .As.sociation. He thanked the members for their 
co-operation, and urged the oil oiierators jireseiit who have not yet 
become identified with the organization to take out membershiiis at 
once. He also urged as many of the members of the association as 
possible to invest their surplus wealth in War .Savings Stanijis. 

Featherston Sounds Key Note. 

President S. H. Featherston, of the Hoard of Commerce, who, to- 
gether with several members of the board of directors, was preseni, 
s])oke on the advantage of Lexington as the logical oil center of Ken- 
tucky. lie said that Lexington appreciated the coming of the oil men 
to this city and pledged them the hospitality and cordial co-ojieration 
of her citizens. "Lexington is the best town on the map — at any rate, 
the best in the South,” said President Featherston. "I had rather he

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at the beginning of 1918 the nuniljer had crossed tlie 4,000,000 mark. 
It is the motor fuel demand built up by the almost universal use of 
automobiles in this eountry on whieh the oil trade has eome to be 
ehiefly dependent. Should the war continue for a long period it is 
conceivable that war-time economies might result in a considerable 
curtailment in operation of motor cars for pleasure purposes, and 
despite our enormous military re(iuircmcnts such a condition might 
l)ossibly result in a net decline in the demand for gasoline — that is the 
demand that could be easily supplied. ( )n the other hand, should 
peace come in the near future there is every indication tliat the use 
of automobiles in this country would continue to e-xpand and that the 
domestic consumption of ga.soline, which has come to be regarded as 
the backbone of the oil industry, as a whole would not be adversely 
affected. 

Prices. 

While considering the sensational growth in the demand for 
motor fuel during the last few years it is also cpiitc ])ertinent to point 
out the effect which this demand has had upon the ])rice of the prod- 
uct. The wholesale price range for gasoline in Xew 't ork for the 
past five years has been as follows:

('.asolinc prices at the present lime are holding at their high record 
level, but it is apparent that prices have shown no abnormal increase 
since the beginning of the war. It is remarkable that the oil indusliy 
has been able to keep the price for motor fuel within such narrow 
limits in recent years, and but for ini])rovcil rerming facilities making 
IKissible a higher yield of gasoline from crude oil, it would have been 
absolutely impossible to keep the ]>rice of gasoline anywhere near its 
present level and at the same time till the ever-expanding appetite for 
motor fuel. More remarkable is the record of the petroleum industi) 
in supi.lying the nation's gasoline rc(|uirements at moderate ])rices 
when the advance in the cost of the raw material is considered.

THE OIL WORLD. 

The price of crude oil has risen rapidly esiiecially during the last 
year owing to the tendency of the older oil fields to decline in out])ut 
and failure to find new pools to fully meet the growing demands njion 
the oil industry. But while the advance in crude prices in 1917 has 
been abnormal, the price of the commodity is far from being toji- 
heavy and seems likely to remain firm until some new ini])ortant 
source of supply is discovered. 

It is doubtful if we will ever again see real low prices for crude 
oil, owing to the ever-broadening demand for ])etroleum ])roducts. ,\ 
good instance of the present solid foundation of the industry has been 
furnished within the last few months. 'I'he railroad congestion h.as 
had a serious effect upon deliveries of petroleum, ruder normal rail- 
road conditions deliveries by tank cars are about i8,ocx),oaj barrels 
inonthly, while in December deliveries .amounted to only 12.400,000 
barrels, a decrease of 36 per cent and in the first half of lanuary 
deliveries decreased 45 per cent. Such a serious interruption to norm.al 
operations in ordinary times would almost surelv h.ave been reticeted 
in a reduction in both crude and refined prices, but the ])resent tem- 
porarily unsettled condition has had absolutely no effect upon prices. 

The Future. 

'I'he production situation must be seriously considered in .any at- 
temi)t to forecast the future. 'I'here have been times when an exce-v 
of production coupled with a slight falling off in conusmption has re- 
sulted in a period of temporary depression. It is impossible to sav 
definitely when a new pool may be develoi)ed, but the likely xnirces 
of oil supply in this country have been pretty weli tested, e^i)ecially 
during the last few yetirs with the incentive of record high i)rices for 
crude. I’roduction has increa.sed somewhat, but it has been unable to 
keep pace with the demand, ami during the last two ye.ars the re- 
ser\e supply of crude oil has been seriouslv reduced. In i(p(i crude
